Your answer, as 
well as any other pleadings or requests regarding this proceeding must be submitted in quadruplicate to 
the Hearing Clerk, OALJ, Room 1031, South Building, United States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. 20250-9200.

There is reason to believe that the respondent named herein has willfully violated the 
regulations and standards (9 C.F.R. § 1.1 et seg.)(the “Regulations” and “Standards”) issued under 
the Animal Welfare Act, as amended (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seg.)(the “Act”). Therefore, the 
Administrator of the Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service ("APHIS") issues this complaint 
alleging the following: 

JURISDICTIONAL ALLEGATIONS 

1 . Respondent Lanzie Carroll Horton, Jr. (also known as Junior Horton), is an individual 
whose address is 1 1 6 Kaitlyn Lane, Hillsville, Virginia 24343 . At all times mentioned herein, said 
respondent did business as Horton’ s Pups, and operated as a dealer, as that term is defined in the Act, 
without holding an Animal Welfare Act license. 

ALLEGATIONS REGARDING THE SIZE OF RESPONDENT’S BUSINESS, GRAVITY OF 
ALLEGED VIOLATIONS. GOOD FAITH AND COMPLIANCE HISTORY 

2. Respondent operates a large business, wherein he obtains dogs (including random- 
source dogs) and offers them for sale, and sells them wholesale to other dealers. The violations 
alleged in this complaint include serious instances of noncompliance with the licensing regulations. 
Respondent has not shown good faith, in that he has ignored the licensing regulations, even after 
having been advised by APHIS officials of the need for licensure. Beginning in January 2006, and 
continuing through at least September 30, 2009, respondent sold hundreds of dogs to retail pet stores, 
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without having obtained a license to do so. Specifically, between Januaiy 5, 2006 and July 6, 2006, 
respondent sold over 500 dogs without holding a valid license, and respondent continued to sell dogs 
without a license through 2009. Respondent’s extensive noncompliance with the Act and the 
Regulations constitutes a history of violations, and the respondent’s violations alleged herein strike 
at the very heart of the Animal Welfare Act: the regulation of dealers and the protection of pet 
owners. 

ALLEGED VIOLATIONS OF THE LICENSING REGULATIONS 
3. Between June 15, 2006, and continuing through September 30, 2009, respondent 
operated as a dealer, as that term is defined in the Regulations, without having obtained a license 
from the Secretary to do so, in willful violation of section 2.1(a)(1) of the Regulations (9 C.F.R. § 
2.1(a)(1)), as follows: 

a - November 9, 2006 . Respondent, while unlicensed, delivered for 

transportation, transported, sold, or negotiated the sale of 29 dogs, for use as pets, to Pauley ’ s 
Pups, a retail pet store, for $6,650.00. 

b. November 16, 2006 . Respondent, while unlicensed, delivered for 

transportation, transported, sold, or negotiated the sale of 7 dogs, for use as pets, to Pauley’s 
Pups, a retail pet store, for $1,590.00. 

c - November 22, 2006 . Respondent, while unlicensed, delivered for 

transportation, transported, sold, or negotiated the sale of 1 6 dogs, for use as pets, to Pauley’ s 
Pups, a retail pet store, for $2,050.00. 

d- November 30, 2006 . Respondent, while unlicensed, delivered for

tt- On or about September 30. 2009 . Respondent, while unlicensed, delivered 
for transportation, transported, sold, or negotiated the sale of four dogs, for use as pets, to 
Pamela Knuckolls-Chappell, a dealer, for $600.00. 

WHEREFORE, it is hereby ordered that for the purpose of determining whether the 
respondent has in fact willfully violated the Act and the regulations issued under the Act, this 
complaint shall be served upon the respondent. The respondent shall file an answer with the Hearing 
Clerk, United States Department of Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 20250-9200, in accordance with 
the Rules of Practice governing proceedings under the Act (7 C.F.R. § 1 . 130 et sea.). Failure to file 
an answer shall constitute an admission of all the material allegations of this complaint. 
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The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service requests that unless the respondent fails to 
file an answer within the time allowed therefor, or files an answer admitting all the material 
allegations of this complaint, this proceeding be set for an expedited oral hearing in conformity with 
the Rules of Practice governing proceedings under the Act; and that such order or orders be issued 
as are authorized by the Act and warranted under the circumstances, including an order requiring the 
respondent to cease and desist from violating the Act and the regulations and standards issued 
thereunder, and assessing civil penalties against the respondent in accordance with the Act.
